which are qualified for statehood. Ii is 
probable that such a convention will be 
held. Dakota is one grand mass meeting, 
and will remain so until admitted to the 
union. Every property owner believes 
that admission to statehood will augment 
his wealth, and meetings arc being held 
in every town and city in l he territory. 
Almost all the members of the legislature, 
which convenes January 8th, have been 
instructed in favor of a division of tho 
territory, and there will bo little opposi- 
tion to tlio prompt calling of a constitu- 
tional convention for North Dakota. 

Attempted Wife Murder, 

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 13. — Henry 
Lendseidel, a German, attempted to mur- 
der his wifo this morning at 35 Ridge 
Ave., by firing three shots at her, one of 
tlioin inflicting a slighl wound in her side. 
Thinking ho had killed her ho shot, him- 
self in the temple, dying in, a few minutes. 
Lendseidel was 55 years old and his wife 
45. The couple have bad frequent 
quarrels. 

Tim Ulrmlnaunin Tragedy. 
Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 12, The state 
troops have all gone home and only a few 
deputy sheriffs aronow guarding the coun- 
ty jail. All excitement has passed away 
and no apprehension is felt of any new 
outbreak. The coroner's jury to investi- 
gate the shooting on Saturday night, met 
to-day, and the session was consumed in 
the examination of Mayor Thompson. 
He testified that lie did not consider the 
crowd a mob, though many of them want- 
ed to lynch Hawes. He thought many 
were present out of curiosity. Thompson 
said ho thought twenty-five determined 



officers could have driven back tho crowd 
from the mouth of the alley leading into 
the jail without bloodshed. Ho says the 
officers fired first, and ho could not say 
whether 11113- shots were fired by the 
crowd or not. Ho was too far away to be 
sure of this in the excitement.

THE ANNEXATION MOVEMENT 



Brought Before the U. S. House of 
Representatives. 



Resolution Introduced KniuowerlnK the 
President to luvlte Negotiations Toward) 
the Unity and Assimilation of the United 
States and Canada— The Terms Proposed— 
Full Text ol the Document. 



(Special to Tun Colonist. 

Washington, Dee. 13. —In the house 
to-day, Buttorworth introduced tho fol- 
lowing, which was referred to tho foroign 
affairs committee : 

Whereas, tiio citizens of tho Dominion 
of Canada are ono with us in race, lino- 
age, history and tradition. 

And whereas, tho resources of tho two 
countries supplement each other, and the 
arteries of commerce, both- natural and 
artificial, are so interlocked, and mutually 
dependent upon each other, that they 
ought to constitute a single system, to be 
ono and inseparable. 

And whereas, the commercial relations 
between the United States and the Dom- 
inion of Canada are, and have been, 
strained and unnaturally cramped, Bud in 
a measure paralyzed, owing to tho in- 
ability of the two governments to ostab- 
lish'such ft system of international trade 
and commerce between them as is essen- 
tial to meet the requirements of tho sit- 
uation. 

And whereas, the conditions and rela- 
tions before referred to, as aW the geo- 
graphy of tho countries, suggest the im- 
possibility of a just and permanent set- 
tlement of the controversies pertaining to 
the fisheries, boundaries and transcontin- 
ental trade, except by t ho blending of ef- 
forts and interests under one government- 
al system, and point logically to thu ne- 
cessity and probability of a unity and as- 
similation between tho two nations under 
one government ; 

And whereas, the bonds of sympathy re- 
sulting from kinship, race, language, tra- 
ditions, and substantial identity of gov- 
ernmental system, together with a com- 
munity of interests based upon commerce 
and its aids and exigencies, aro of such 11 
character that such union and assimila- 
tion is being discussed and favorably 
considered by the citizens of both 
nations, and inasmuch as it is believed 
that its early consummation would bo of 
great advantage to all the citizens and 
subjects of the two countries, provided 
the same can be attained in a manner con- 
sistent alike with the honor and dignity 
of tho United States and Great Britain 
and the Dominion of Canada. Therefore, 
with a view to aid in tho consummation of 
what is hereinbefore suggested; 

Be it resolved by tho Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States, 
in congress assembled, that tho President 
be, and he is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, to invito negotiations looking to 
the assimilation and unity of tho people 
of 'he Dominion of Canada and the 
I nited States under one govern- 
ment, Biieh unity and assimilation 
to be based on the admission of the several 
provinces of thu Dominion, or any ono of 
them, into tho Union of tho States upon 
thu same terms of equality with the sev- 
eral states now comprising tho Union, and 
tho assumption by tho United States of 
the indebtedness of the Dominion of Can 
ftda, or n just proportion thereof, and such 
other equitable terms and conditions as 
justice to the high contracting parties may 
demand. 

And resolved, further, that with 
a view to bucIi negotiation, the 
President invito the appointment of com- 
missioners by the government o! 
Great Britain and tho Dominion 
of Canada to consider the wisdom and 
expediency of settling and adjusting nl 
controversies and differences which now 
exist between tho two government! 
growing out of the fisheries or otherwise, 
by such a union and assimilation as ii 
hereinbefore suggested, either us to tin 
whole of any province or several provinces 
of tho said Dominion. Such negotiation.- 
to bo conducted with all clue regard to tin 
amicable relations which obtain between 
Great Britain and tho United States and 
the obligations imposed thereby. 



The Sackvllle Affair Again.

Samuel Whit bread, member 
for Bedford, moved that the house record 
its approval of tlio finding of tho Sheehy 
committee. Balfour replied that it was 
unnecessary, adding that he had given 
instructions that no process would bo 
served by any 0110 in the Irish service 
upon any member within the precincts of 
tho house. Tho motion was rejected; 
182 to 130. 

Naval fiitliiiates. 

London, Dec. 13. —In tho commons, on 
tho discussion of the naval estimates, 
Lord Charles Beresford urged the neces- 
sity of increasing the strength of the 
navy. Lord George Hamilton, first 
lord of the admiralty, admitted the 
justice of many of Lord Beresford 'b re- 
marks, but objected to his comparison of 
the English with the French navy. 
Franco certainly had plenty of vessels, 
but building so many ut a time as she did, 
it took years to complete them, and they 
were then obsolete and had to bo altered. 
The admiralty, he said, were doing all 
thnt was possible with their resources. 

The I'nnnnin Cnnnl Loan. 

London, Deo. 13. — It is suspected in 
Paris that the announcement nittdo by M. 
Do Lesseps yesterday that his appeal to 
the public for subscriptions to the Panama 
Canal loan, had been successful, is merely 
a trick to encourage investors in London, 
and tho same belief prevailing here has 
made tho uioniod men very shy of plung- 
ing into tho scheme. 

Morlry Condemns tlie faovrrniiient, 

London, Dec. 13. — John Morley, in a 
speech at Clerkenwell, to-night, strongly 
condemns tho Government's East African 
policy regarding Suakin. He said : "Wo 
aro drifting into a policy which is cruel to 
the Arabs, useless to Egypt, and disgrace- 
ful to England. If tho Government is 
not careful, we shall become involved in 
another abominable Soudanese war." 

A Welcome lor Chamberlain. 

London, Dec. 13. — The friends of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain ill Birmingham will 
welcome him and his wife by giving them 
a reception in the town hall on Jan. 8th. 
Mrs. Chamberlain will bo presented with 
a diamond and sapphire bracelet, and her 
husband will receive an illuminated ad- 
dress. 

i:mlii Ue.y Defeated. 

London, Dec. 13.— The Standard to- 
day says that the let tor written by Osman 
Digma to Sir W. Grenfell asserts that El 
Mahdi had an engagement with Euiin 
Boy and defeated him; that tho hitter's 
troops mutined, and that Etnin and 11 
whito traveller had surrendered to the 
Mahdi and were held prisoners. 

HoycoltiiiK Condemned. 

London, Dee. 13. — M. Persico, who 
has been sent to Ireland to observe and 
report upon the condition of affairs, lias 
again communicated his views to the Pope. 
In his letter he condemns the boycotting 
system, but says that before peace can be 
restored to Ireland tho political hope of 
her people must bo realized. 

Worrying the Government. 

London, Dec. 13. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill has signified his intention to ask 
tho Government, in tho Commons on 
Monday, whether Egypt is to bear tho 
expense of the military operations at Su- 
akin, to aid which English troops have 
boon sent thither. 

Balloons for Sankln. 

London, Dee. 13. — Several balloons, 
equipped with parachutes, have boon sent, 
toSsukin for the use of tho garrison force 
there. 

Kinvleeii Eviction*. 

Dublin, Deo. 13. — Col. Fitzgibbon 
Trail t, a deputy of the Lord- Lieutenant 
of Ireland, has served notices of eviction 
upon nineteen families and has warned 
tho workhouse authorities to provide for 
them. 

Why Me Wni> Expelled. 
Berlin, Dec. 13. — Signer Parsonelli, 
the Berlin correspondent of tho Milan 
Sicolo, who has been oxpelled from Ger- 
many, was also a correspondent of the 
Diritto of Rome. II is expulsion was due 
to tho Divitto's hostility to Germany. 

ProvoklliK «.< rioanj. 

BERLIN, Dec. 13. — A Hamburg corres- 
pondent commenting on the articles pub- 
lished by the Russian newspapers, assert- 
ing that Germany was not content with 
her Huccessos of 1864, 1866 and 1870, but 
that, since thu establishment of Austro- 
Germany, Alsace Iiuh sought to compensate 
Austria by supporting the Austrian policy 
in tho Balkans, to the detriment of Itun- 
sia; states that thu Austrian eastern pol- 
icy was founded on direct arrangements 
between Austria and Russia which wero 
negotiated between .July lH7ti and January 
1877. While owing to direct Russian 
menaces, the Aimf.ro-f«eriniin nllianrn wns 
concluded three yean later. The contin- 
ued provocation of tho Russian prcsa, the 
paper declares, will finally wear out Ger- 



many's patience, which is being subjected 
to a severe test, and will lead to t he pub- 
lishing of tho treaties between Russia and 
Austria which are known to Germany and 
which wore concluded prior to tho Rus- 
sian-Turkish war. 

Compelled <o Become Itussian aubjeets. 

St. PetkksBUHQ, Dec. 13. — The Rus- 
sian cabinet have decided to consider that 
under the new law, which will go into 
operation with tho beginning of 188!), 
foreigners who have lived in Russia are 
compelled to become Russian subjects, 
otherwise thoy will be expelled from tho 
country.

Increased Duty on American Pork and 
Adulterated Lard.

Ottawa, Dec. 13. —Tho census of To- 
ronto, taken yesterday, indicates the to- 
tal population to ho ono hundred and 
seventy thousand.

Witness Buckley Creates a Sensation 
in Court 



Describing How He Was Paid by the 
league to Shoot Farmer Roach— He Prac- 
ticed Shooting at a Stone the Size of a 
.Man's Head Hofore Attempting to Kill His 
Victim. 



IHnocial to Tun COLONIST. I 
LONDON, Dec. 13. — Before the Darnell 
commission to-day, a laborer, named 
Buckley, stated that he joined the Fen- 
ians at Tralee in 1880. In 1882 a man 
named Roach was expelled from the Na- 
tional Loagtio for causing the arrest of a 
leaguer. At a Fenian meeting it was ar- 
ranged that witness, with two men, whose 
names wore Fitzgerald and Phoenix, 
should shoot Roach, and revolvers were 
then given to thorn for the purpose. 
After soveral unsuccessful attempts to 
kill their man, a meeting whs held at 
Casey's house, at which witness was 
asked if ho would shoot Roacli if tho lea- 
gue provided tho funds for his escape to 
America. Witness consented to this pro- 
position, and soon after met Roach 
while the latter was driving some cat- 
tle. He, Buckley, shot at his victim, 
but his revolver missed tiro. Roach then 
took to his heels and escaped. Witness 
was arrested and charged with attempted 
murder, but got off by swearing to an 
alibi. Tho league gave him fifty pounds 
with which to go to America. Ho was 
dissatisfied with the amount, but Phoenix 
told him that he could not expect any 
more, Hoeing that ho had failed to kill 
Roach. Oo cross-examination Buckley 
said that before shooting at Roach ho 
used to practice with a revolver, shooting 
at u stone tho sizo of a man's head. This 
last confession caused a sensation in court. 



SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 

a Chinaman at Westminster Fulls Bcnoath 
the wufieU of a Locomotive and Sus- 
tains Injuries M'hleh Caused 

Ills Ilea"-.

WbsTMINSTER, Doc. 13, — A Chinaman, 
whiio passing along » larvow passage near 
the station, at 3:45 C ib afternoon, slipped, 
his left log falling under the wheels of tho 
engine. The limb was completely severed 
from tho body. The victim was immedi- 
ately taken in hand by a physician who 
witnessed the accident, but he died from 
loss of blood and the shock to the system 
in a few hours. 
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ANNEXATION. 

Our neighbors across the bonier are dis 
cussing tho question of the annexation of 
Canada quite briskly. Some of tlioin 
seoin to look upon the business as more 
than half done already. They do not pro- 
pose now to conquer Canada. That pro- 
cess would evidently bo attended by a 
good deal of inconvenience, both present 
and to jonio, as well as by nioro or luss 
blood-letting. The American annexation 
ists liavo, by some means or the other not 
very easy to understand, got it into their 
heads that Canadians are becoming wear- 
ied of their connection with Great Britain 
and are pining for independence. The 
tie which binds Canada to the Mother 
Country, they have been led to believe, 
has become so attenuated that it will 
break under tlto slightest strain. When 
the severance takes place, which they pro- 
diet will be soon, several of tho provinces 
will fall into tho lap of the United States 
like so many ripe plums. British Colum- 
bia is represented as ono of these. Now 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince Ed- 
ward Island, as well as Manitoba, are de- 
Bcribed as impatiently waiting for a decent 
excuse to secede from the confederation, 
and it is assorted that there is a large 
party in the province of Quebec which is 
ardently longing for annexation. When 
once the Dominion is cut adrift by (ireat 
Britain these provinces will, with- 
out waiting for the co-operation of 
the other parts of the Dominion, 
seek to unite themselves to tho Great Re- 
public, and tho only province that will be 
left to maintain the independence of the 
Dominion will be Ontario, and what can 
she do when deserted by the other pro- 
vinces / This is a very plausible theory, 
but, like a great many other tine theories, 
it is built upon an exceedingly unsubstan- 
tial foundation. If an intelligent Ameri- 
can, who was determined to see for him- 
self and think for himself, should visit 
Canada he would find that in no province 
of the Dominion is thoro an annexation 
party. There are, it is true, individual 
annexationists here and there, but they 
take good care to express their opinions 
in private. It was only tho other day 
that the Attorney-General of Nova Scotia 
being accused of holding annexationist 
views found it necessary to declare that 
the accusation was false, that he is not 
an annexationist, and that, while ho does 
not approve of the policy of the Dominion 
Government, he is a loyal subject of 
Queen Victoria. Whether -Mr. Longley, 
in his disavowal of annexation, is exactly 
as ingenuous as he might be is nothing to 
the purpose, the significance of his act is 
that oven in Nova Scotia, tho most discon- 
tented of the provinces, and the one in 
which there is said to be the greatost num- 
ber of annexationists, a public man and 
a representative of the pooplo finds that 
it is not safe to have it known that he 
favors annexation. Thoro is not in the 
whole Dominion, from tho Atlantic to the 
Pacific, a single newspaper that openly 
advocates annexation. In these days, 
when every parly and every organization 
that is of the least importance has its news 
paper organ, it is somewhat remarkable 
that the Canadian annexationists are not 
numerous enough or influential enough 
to have even one nownpaper to advocate 
their views. Annexation has not been 
mooted in the Dominion Mouse of Com- 
mons even by a crank, and in the pro- 
vincial legislatures it is not so much as 
mentioned. We have yet to hear of the 
first man who in any public assembly has 
openly advocated the union of Canada 
with the American Republic, If annex- 
ation sentiment were as rife in this Do- 
minion as some of the editors and orators 
in the United States represent, surely 
there would he found soinu one in sonio 
part of Canada w ho has the courage of 
his opinions, and who would with pen in- 
voice endeavor to persuade Canadians to 
sever their connection with the Mother 
Country. Great changes are uot brought 
about in these days without, some kind of 
agitation. If any considerable number of 
the people of this Dominion were dissatis- 
fied with British connection they would 
noon find a way to make their discontent 
known. Canadians are English enough 
to grumble and growl if they are dis- 
pleased. They are not tho people to ro- 
main quiet and submissive when they con- 
sider themselves ill used. If theyfolt the 
yoke of Great Britain galling them they 
would soon cry out, and their noise would 



be altogether disproportionate to the pita. 
But our neighbors need not rely upon 
negative evidence to satisfy them that 
Canadians are contented to be and to re- 
main British subjocts. There are overy- 
whoro tho strongest, indications that they 
aro enthusiastically loyal to Queen Vic- 
toria and that they dourly love tho "Old 
Flag." 

PROTECTION OF THE FISHERIES. 

The State of Maryland is bound to 
protect its oyster beds. Tho poachers 
are hold and are not to be kept off tho 
forbidden ground by Government procla- 
mations and legal notices. They have no 
right to the oysters tit the bottom of the 
Bay but they are determined to gut them 
if they have to fight for thorn. Tho Yan- 
kee poaching fisherman is most audacious. 
His conscience is very elastic. If he 
knows where fish are to be found ho will 
have them no matter who tho legal owners 
are, Oysters in Chcsopeake Hay or 
mackeiel in the Gulf of St. Lawrence are 
all the same to him. It is a matter of 
perfect indifference to him whether the 
territory he poaches on belongs to the 
Queen of England or the State of Mary- 
land; he will have what he is in search of 
by hook or by crook. The British Gov- 
ernment treats these Yankee poachers in 
tho most gingerly way. It takes them up 
tenderly and treats them with care. ll 
hardly ventures sometimes to say in the 
mildest tones, "Go away, you have no 
right to lish in these waters," and if it 
does venture to seize a vessel caught in 
tho act it does so in such a leisurely man- 
lier and with so much formality that if its 
skipper was not the most impudent rascal 
in the world ho might get off scot free. 
But when the Yankee poacher tries his 
little game on one of the States of the 
Republic he is treated in a very different 
manner. His countrymen know him well. 
Experience has convinced them that half 
measures for the protection of their fish- 
eries are worse than useless. They order 
li i in off, and if he treats the notification 
with contempt, as ho is pretty sure to do, 
they llion try what virtue there is in cold 
load. Even this extreme measure does 
not always drive him off. He conies to the 
fishing ground armed and returns shot 
for shot. ( >n tho 10th inst. there was a 
regular engagement between the oyster 
robbers and tho state vessels. Not only 
wore shots interchanged, but dredgers 
wore run into and sunk. One of the 
dredgers was so roughly handled that only 
one man — the cook — escaped outof a crew 
of eleven. Here is a description of the 
engagement : — 

"Tho state vessels were hotly attacked 
by the dredgers, who were heavily armed 
with repeating rifles, and did not return 
the lire until compelled t ". The steamer 
Mo Lane was thoroughly riddled with bul- 
lets, and Capt. Howard determined to re- 
sort to extreme measures. Backing the 
steamer oil' from the fleet of seven dredg- 
ers which were lied together, ho singled 
out the Julia Jouos and putting on a 
full head of steam made directly for her 
stern, striking her fairly, and tho schooner 
sank almost instantly. .Mullen escaped 
by climbing up the steamer's anchor chain, 
but says the rest of the crow wore in the 
fore peak and could not have gotten out. 

As soon as the McLano got cleared from 
the wreck, she was again backed oil' and 
again headed for the lloet, striking the 
schooner J. C. Maloney suuarely in the 
stern. She at once commenced to sink, 
and the remainder of the fleet got away as 
fast as possible. Some of the crew of the 
Maloney escaped by climbing on board 
the McLano, and as each one came aboard 
he was put in the hold, but a man named 
Coleman, and a negro manied Bramble, 
of the crew of the '.Maloney, are believed 
to have been drowned, as they were not 
seen after the vessels wore struck." 

It is to be hoped that whenever an Am- 
erican Secretary of State again vilifies 
and threatens the Canadian authorities 
for taking mild measures to compel 
the American fishermen to respect treaty 
obligations, the British Government will 
point to this battle with the oyster dredg- 
ers to remind them of the means a state 
of the Union takes to assert and maintain 
rights when they are evaded by dishonest 
fishermen. I lad British cruisers treated 
Yankee poachers with a tenth part of the 
violence that Captain Howard treated 
these oyster robbers tho demand for ven- 
geance would be so loud as to bo irresist- 
ible. The British lion would bo attacked 
so furiously, and from so many quarters, 
that any one who raised his voice in the 
interests of justice and common souse 
would not be heard; and if the angry 
crowd hail a suspicion of what he intend- 
ed to say, ho would be regarded as a pub- 
lic enemy. This oyster episode should 
teach the American people to respect tho 
rights of their neighbors in their own 
waters. 



A GOLD-SAVING PROCESS. 

\ method of separating the finest par- 
ticles of gold has been invented by 
Messrs. David Htltton and ,1. R. Yeates 
of South Australia, which, if it does what 
its inventors claim for it, will produce a 
revolution in gold mining all over tho 
world. The, inventors proceed on tho 
assumption that gold is not chemically 
but, mechanically united with tho rock in 
which it is found. They hold that if the 
ore can be reduced to a very line powder, 
and in that condition be brought into 
contact with volatilized mercury, every 
particle of the gold it contains can be ex- 
tracted. To reduce the rock to a very 
line powder, by mechanical means, re- 
quires a great expenditure of power, and 
much time. It is, in fact, a very expen- 
sive and difficult process, and only the 
ores that are rich in gold can repay the 
miner who resorts to it. Messrs. Mutton 
and Yeates got over this difficulty in a 
very ingenious manner. We clip from 
an exchange the following description of 
their process, The importance of the 
subject is a sufficient apology for the 
length of t he oxl ract : 

By their process they succeed in softening 
the hardest stone, and also killing the 
pyrites and base metals at the same time. 
They effect this by placing tho stone in 
specially prepared kilns of about, the 
capacity of 25 tons each. When tho 
requisite degree of heat is attained hot 
steam is ejected underneath the bottom of 
tho healed mass by a system of reticulated 
pipes. The stoam, passing up through the 
body of heated stone, the latter becomes 
decomposed, the steam assisting in dis- 
integration and driving off the sulphurous 
matters, To some ores they add a proper 
lion of chloride of sodium, which helps in 



a great degree to oxidise the iron parti- 
cles Surrounding and covering the pellicles 
of gold. After a sufficient quantity of 
steam has been injected, the mass is then 
covered down air-tight to "carbonise " as 
much as possible the whole contents of 
the kiln. When cooled down it is taken 
out and exposed to the atmosphere. Thus 
by the aid of fire, water and air no small 
amount of mechanical force is dis- 
pensed with, and tho stone is so friable 
that it can be passed through crushing 
rollers of special design tit a great rate of 
speed and reduced to an impalpable pow- 
der. When it is in a dry state it is passed 
on to the amalgamating process of evap- 
orized mercury, and every speck of gold 
is said to be saved. A portion of a parcel 
often tons has been treated by Mr. Hut- 
ton, at the Mount TorreitB mine, and the 
South Australian Advertiser states that 
the difference bet ween the raw stone and 
that treated seems to warrant all that Mr. 
Htltton claims. In addition to this Mr. 
Yeates has invented a process which he 
claims is not confined to any particular 
class of ore, but will treat every desription 
of stono containing the precious metal, 
however line the gold may be. Mr. Yeates 
contends that if the mercury can be taken 
from gold in a slate of vapor, that by re- 
versing the process of ordinary retorting 
the mercury can be made to re-amalga- 
mate with tho gold, and it is on this prin- 
ciple that this invention is based. By the 
ordinary battery tables and amalgamating 
pans in present use fine particles of gold 
are often floated over the mercury on 
pieces of the matrix, and all such are lost. 
The inventor states that it has been 
proved by assays of stone taken 
from many of tho South Australian 
mines that hardly one-third of 
the gold is saved when treated in 
hulk by existing processes, but that by his 
invention he lias completely altered this 
state of things, for the powdered ore is 
blown into a chamber containing vapors of 
mercury, and every particle is immedi- 
ately covered with a film which is con- 
densed by cold blast into metalic form. 
Tho amalgam so formed is precipitated 
into a pan containing clean, Cold mercury, 
thereby saving absolutely all the gold. 
As the mercury is in constant motion and 
always receiving a certain amount of newly 
condensed mercurial vapor it never sick- 
ens, and always has a good surface for re- 
ceiving the finest particles of gold. An- 
other useful and wry important feature ol 
this invention is that it ran be used either 
with or without water, which will enable 
mines to be worked in districts where an 
abundant supply of water is not obtain 
able. A roport by Prof. Tate says : "The 
process is based on sound principles, and 
is as simple as it is ingenious, and the ar- 
rangement of the various contrivances do 
not appear to permit of any loss of gold."

Th a Story Told l>y n Professional Knt> 
Catcher in Philadelphia. 



"I have caught and lcilloil plenty of big 
rats in my time, but llio biggest ones 
wore captured along the wharves," said 
Did .lack Gregory, or "Knglish Jack," ua 
ho is failed by his acquaintances, 

Gregory is a little old fellow, not moro 
tl 1 n 11 live feet in height, and pressing 
close upon bin sixtieth year. He lives 
in Camden, on William street, below 
.ioydnn. When he starts out on his rut- 
catching expeditions ho is always ac- 
companied by two little Scotch terriers, 
chain' d together. YY'ith'a box of ferrets 
thrown over liia shoulder, "English 
Jack" presents an odd picture, 

"1 have followed rat-catching for a liv- 
ing for forty years," said Gregory ; "but 
the most vicious chaps are generally 
found along the wharves, near where the 
Hewers empty into the river. They grow 
up i:i the sewers, and eventually tind 
their way to the water's edge, and there 
Bettle permanently, or else take up 
quarters in Lho warehouses near the 
docks. 

J don't mind clearing a stable of rats. 
That's fun fur mo. Out when I am 
called upon to clean out a wan house I 
always Know that it means tough work, 
with probably the) loss of two or threo 
fern ts. Mne times out of ten, a rat will 
run away from a ferret, and when they 
emerge Irotn their hob s my dogs and I 
just lay lor them and kill them us soon 
Jia they show themselves. Hut I have 
had many a valuable ferret killed by 
wharf rats. The rats being used to eat- 
ing garbage, greedily devour everything 
they come across, and grow to be tre- 
"mendously large. 1 have seen lots that 
•were as big as cabs, and ferocious fellows 
they were, loo. I remember once of a 
pitched battle that took place between 
three oi my ferrets and live rats, down at 
tbo sugar- boiling house on Delaware 
avenue, below Mouth street. Each rat 
was fully irom fifteen to eighteen inches 
in length, and must have weighed from 
lour to five pounds. They had it hot 
and heavy for a quarter of an hour. The 
ferrets fairly chewed the rats to pieces 
and came out victorious, though they got 
severely bitten themselves. Subsequent- 
ly one of tfie ferrets died. 

"That ingot 1 succeeded in killing 
ninety rats. Hut I have seen larger rats 
than those in my time. A lew years ago 
my dogs caught a rat down at the 
Washington avenue grain elevator which 
was much bigger that a cat. It was two 
feet long and weighed twelve pounds, 
llo must have been (mite old and unus- 
ually (at. I guess he was the king rat 
about the elevator. 1 was very anxious 
to capture him alive, and it was hard 
woik lo drive the dogs oil, so eager were 
they to put an end to him. 1 le had 
lought thorn hard, notwithstanding his 
age, and the dogs had their dander up. 
1 managed to drag them away, and then 
1 threw a net around him and brought 
him home to Camden. 1 doctored him 
for threo weeks, and his wounds healed 
pretty well. A saloon keeper noar the 
old navy yard made me an oti'er of $20 
and 1 sola l lie rat to him to place on ex- 
hibition. He did not make much by the 
venture, as the saloon keeper's wife" was 
airaid of the big rat, and being anxious 
to get rid of the animal, poisoned it, 
AS'lulo the animal was on exhibition 
there was a sign displayed on the iron 
cage in which it was coulined, saying: 
'Don't fool with the rat.' This injunc- 
tion was rather unnecessary, for all the 
customers willingly refrained from pok- 
ing their lingers between the bars to stir 
him up, Ilia looks were enough to 
frighten folks." 



Reconstructing a Slun k. 

■When the famous phosphate beds 
were discovered in South Carolina some 
years ago, vast numbers of bones and 
teeth were unearthed, sliowi tig that in 
early times this locality had been peopled 
by a great concourse of strange lonna. 
Among the most abundant curiosities, as 
the workmen termed them, were quanti- 
ties of enormous teeth triangular in 
shape, and serrated on the "Uttillg edge. 
When shown to a naturalist they were 
immediately recognized as shark teeth, 
and it became evident that at one time 
the vicinity of Charleston was the bed of 
an ocean, ami that l; gantic sharks nour- 
ished there in great numbers. When- 
ever the beds of the Ashley and Cooper 
rivers are dredged to-day numbers of 
these teeth are brought up, and one in 
my collection is nearly it not quite as 
large? as my hand. As the bones of the 
shark are of cartilage, they have long 
since been destroyed, and only these 
beautifully polished teeth for they are 
as fresh and glistening as when lirst dis- 
covered — are lent to tell the story, it 
would appear to be an impossible task 
to restore this giant from a single toot h. 
Hut it is not so dillicult as one might 
imagine. From the shape of the tooth 
of the great ( archarodon we can form 
Home idea of its appearance by compar- 
ing it, with existing sharks, and from its 
si.e we can determine how large if was. 
One day 1 attempted a rough restoration 
to gain some idea of the dimensions oi 
the giant. 1 bail in my possession the 
jaw oi a shark which I had caught in tbo 
' i nil of .Mexico, vvhi h would at the time 
pass readily over my shoulders. The 
shark was about thirteen feet long, and 
the teeth about an inch and two-eighths 
wide, and an inch and a hall in length. 
There were eight rows of these, each row 
being a little smaller than the last, until 
they dwindled down Lo mere points. 1 
took as many oi the fossil teeth as I had, 
and built up a jaw after the existing 
model, using teeth where I had them and 
»eaving space w here I did not. Gradually 
the great mouth grow on the floor until 
1 found myself a small item in the area, 
and when completed I found that the 
largest fossil shark could have open id its 
mouth and allowed mo to drive in a lop- 
buggy, and that its length could not have 
been less in proportion thitiione hundred 
and twenty live or thirty feel. — V. i'\ 
JUolder, in Wide Awake.

How Hard Money in Made. 

""Wo don't make money hero," said the 
courteous Chief Clerk of the A-ssny 
Otlico; "that is, we don't convert bu lam 
into coin. We receive gold and silver 
from depositors, melt and assay the bul- 
lion, form it into liars ami ship the bars 
to the Philadelphia Mint, and in tie 
course of a few days that institution 
sends us back the coin. Government 
furnishes us with a bulbon fund amount- 
ing to over thirty-five million dollars, 
out of which wo pay the depositor just 
aa soon as the fineness of his metal is 
determined by assay, the weight ascer- 
tained and the value calculated. In 
fact, all our doposits, excopt in cases ol 
re-melt and re-assay, aro made within 
two days. 

"Now," said he, picking up a bright 
new doubia eagle, "you know how easy 
it is to spend that coin, but unless you 
are familiar with the work you can form 
no idea of the time and labor it took lo 
make it. From the time the bullion 
from which this double eagle was made 
reached tlio mint, until it was converted 
into coin, it had passed through no less 
than ten distinct processes, such as melt 
ing, alloying, forming the metal into 
ingots, rolling the ingots into strips the 
thickness oi a coin, cutting from the 
strips the 'planchets' or 'blanks,' an 
nealing, milling and adjusting the 
'blanks' and coining or stamping tin- 
pieces, beside sundry minor operations 
incidental to milling. Now, examine 
that coin closely under the glass, and see 
how well the work is executed. The 
Romans excelled in the art of engraving 
and many of the coins were masterpieces 
But we cannot afl'ord to throw up out 
central designs in snob bold relief as tic 
Romans did, for in the hurry and bustli- 
of our day and the rapid handling and 
piling ol coins, we would soon wear the 
face off of the goddess and wings oil' the 
eagle. So, while our designs are in bold 
relief, yet we make them low and protect 
them as much as possible from abrasion 
and wear by 'throwing up' the edgo oi 
the blank, technically called 'milling.' 

"The manufacture of dies, or the art of 
'die sinking,' has reached great perfec 
tion at the Philadelphia Mint, and ad 
the coinage dies or other mints are made 
at that institution. The artist tirst makes 
the design, and then a model of it in wax 
three or four times larger than the de- 
sired coin. From this model an elei tro 
type is taken, and then the design is 
transferred by means of a Hill engr, ving 
machine, which works on the princ ph 
of a pantograph, to a block of steel tie 
size of the coin. But as only the pnnc 
ipal design, such as the head, eagle, oi 
shield, can be thus transferred, the artist 
tills in by hand the stars, date, and ul 
surrounding details. Then, after remov 
ing the ground on the face of the block, 
In; strikes from the block an impression 
into and upon a second block, 'ibis 
second block is hardened and an impres- 
sion is transferred to a third similai 
block, which we call the 'parent die' oi 
'master hub' and from w hich the regular 
coinage dies are made. The impression 
on the 'master hub' is in relief, or ccTn- 
vex, while that on the 'working' or coin- 
uge die is 'intaglio,' or concave. 

"I 'nt let us see what they aro doing in 
here," said the Chief Clerk, as he step 
ped into the 'Weigh Room,' where truck 
loads of silver were being weight. " I hat 
scale you see there is a model of accur- 
acy, and will weigh from ten thousand 
ounces down to one-hundredth part oi 
an ounce. This small balance weighs 
from twenty ounces down to the one 
live-thousandth part of a grain. In fact 
we must have accuracy in this work, 
not only to cheek our operations, but to 
maintain the reputation of this ollice, 
which ia such that our stamp of weight 
ami fineness passes current in all the 
comtuoruul centers oi the world." 



For Coin Collectors. 



A coin is said to be "proof" when it is 
specially struck by hand press, instead 
oi by steam press, from a polished plan 
diet, and a "proof set" is a complete set 
of proofs of current coins. A "pat ten: 
piece" is an early specimen of ptool 
Irom a newly adopted coinage die oi 
dies. An impression in soft metal to 
test an experimental die is called a "trial 
piece." When a piece is struck fron 
regular dies on experimental dies with 
experiment legends, devices or designs 
it is denominated an "experimental 
piece." Trial and experimental pieces 
struck for mint purposes only, will not 
be issued, circulated or sold. Piecet 
popularly know n as restrikes, false meta 
pieces and metallic repl cas, or cop es 
are prohibited by the revise. I statutes 
l'roof and pattern pieces are sold by the 
superintendent of the mint. The super- 
intendent will furnish without charge, a 
pattern piece to any incorporated nuinis 
matic society in tlio United States. In 
such cases, if the pattern be in gold or 
silver the valuo of lho metal will be re- 
quired. 



Booksellers of rarl». 

In Taria, they will not sell yon a book 
for five hundred francs ami let it go 
afterward at your own auction sale for a 
hundred dollars. If they have sold you 
a "peachblow vase" sort of a book, their 
dignity as well as their interest will make 
them redeem it at the price they have 
made you pay, or not much less. It is 
1 be ambition of every bookseller not to 
become wealthy in ten or twenty years, 
hut to become a bibliophile; perhaps be- 
cause in that realm of equality every 
body's desire is to bo of the privileged 
few, perhaps because honors are prized 
more than riches there, it is silly to run 
mad after a bit of red nhbou for the 
.apel of one's coat, but it is not for the 
bibliophile who runs mad after book 
kindiug, to say so. .Moreover, tbo man 
who would rather havo a red ribbon 
than a fortune, if a bookseller, is the man 
for a bibliophile. Valuable books are 
not to be sold like old boots ; there must 
be some show of feeling about it. 



ProBorrfn;; Wood. 



A plan recently introduced into Bel 
giltm for preserving wood from decav 
produced by the atmosphere, water, etc 
is to till the [lores with a liquid gutta 
percha, which is said to e Meet unity pre 
serve it from moist ure and the action or 
the .sun. 'I he process employed consists 
ill exhausting the air from the pores o' 
the wood, and tilling with guttapercha 
solution. In pouring the solution into 
the pores, the solid guttapercha is lique 
lied by mixing with paralline in proper 
lion of about two-thirds of guttapercha 
lo one-third of paralline; the mixture i-- 
then submitted to (he action of heat an, 
the guttapercha becomes surHcientl> 
liquid to lie easily introduced into the 
pores of the wood. The guttapercha 
.iquetied by thir process hardens in the 
pores ol tbo wood as soon us it becomes 
cold.

llrokc Hie Circuit. 

About half-past two o'clock yesterday 
morning the electric lights on the various 
masts throughout tho city were suddenly 
extinguished, and the cause could not be 

ascertained until yesterday attorn i, 

when the man who at feuds to the lamps 
in making his rounds, discovered that the 
circuit of tho mast situated on Church 
Hill had been broken by a wild duck 
which, in its rapid flight, and doubtless 
dazzled by the light, had dashed headlong 
against tho lamps, breaking tho wire and 
cutting off the supply of power from the 
machinery. The lamps, being well pro- 
tected by brass, were not materially in- 
jured, but the unfortunate duck was 
instantly killed. Birds frequently meet 
their death in this way, and incredible as 
it may appear, the lineman says he has 
found the body of a duck in the grating 
under one of the lamps, with its bill bent 
into a hook by the force with which it 
struck the mast, in its rapid [light. Lasl 
year t he ligbls wore cut off four times by 
wild sea fowl thus striking the lamps, and 
the remains of several ducks can oven now 
be found on the roof ol the Pritoliiird 
House, where they rebounded after strik- 
ing the mast at, tho comer of Vales and 
Government streets. The fowl, however, 
are mostly found near the masts in James 
Bay and on Beacon Hill, as thoso are 
closu to tho water Mid in tho track of the 
birds, and have furnished more than one 
meal of wild duck to the caretaker of the 
masts.

This was a motion on behalf of the do- 
fendants by way of appeal from the order 
of Mr. Justice Cronso, restraining the de- 
fendants, the Corporation, from issuing 
debentures under two by-laws known as 
the " Perry by-law," and tho "Work- 
shops by-law," which authorized the Cor- 
poration to raise a loan of §150,000, to bo 
applied as a bonus in aid of tho under- 
takings named in the by-laws, §75,000 
for each; and as against tho other defend- 
ants, who had been constituted trustees 
by resolution of tho Corporation, to hold 
tho moneys, and apply thorn for fcho pur- 
poses of tho by-laws. 

The by-laws were passed by tho coun- 
cil on tho 9th August last, and ratified by 
the ratepayers during tho same month, 
by a majority of about 270 votes as 
against 13. 

Messrs. Thuo. Davie and W. Norman 
Bole, Q. Cs. , appeared for tho defend- 
ants in support of tho appeal, and Mr. 
Pooley, Q. O, for the plaintiffs, to sus- 
tain tho injunction. 

Their lordships suggested that Mr. 
Pooley should open the plaintiff's case by 
stating the points which ho rolled on as 
impeaching the by-law, and this course 
having been agreed upon, Mr. Pooloy 
proceeded to state that tho "Workshops" 
by-law was attacked as being i<Zfni vires 
tho corporation, and on the ground of tho 
s.iibo having boeu passed by a council two 
members of which wore members 
of tho Southern Railway Company, 
(the company which had contracted to 
execute the works), at the time of the 
passage of tho by-law. As to tho "Ferry" 
by-law he was instructed not to impeach 
its validity, but the resolution placing tho 
care and disposal of the §150,000 iu tho 
hands of the trustees, Cunningham 

and others, Mr. Pooley argued was 
a delegation of the powers of the council 
to a foreign body (citing Reg. v. Burah 
3 all'. Cases Re Kiely, 13 Ontario Re- 
ports and other cases), and ultra virea of 
tho council which, under section 0-1 of tho 
Municipality Act, could delegate tho af- 
fairs of the council only to members of its 
own body, and not to strangers. On the 
point of two of the council being mem- 
bers of the company, the case of Bairdv. 
Almonte, 41, V. C. 2 B, was cited, and in 
support of tho contention that the Work- 
shop's bylaw was ultra vires it was urged 
that under the M unicipalities Amendment 
Act, lMSli, no power existed to bonus en- 
terprises until after they had been actual- 
ly established. 

Upon tho conclusion of Mr. Pooloy 's 
argument the court adjourned until 10:30 
this (Friday) morning, when Mr. Theo. 
Davie will argue tho case of the corpora- 
tion in support of the appeal.
